Tb 
wiud blew sixty miles an hour, and 
with ber nose turned right into tbe gale 
the Dolphin maintained fourteen knot 
aa bour daring tbe heaviest part of tb 
days' weather. At one time the 'set we 
so heavy tbat no one could keep abov 
tbe decks, which Were washed by re 
peattd waves, and the grating about tb 
pilot-boast, ten feet above the deck 
were washed away; but the ship kep 
on at full speed, riding the storm like 
duck iu a mill pond. Tbe officers o 
the Dolphin say her speed would hat 
been better bnt (or tbe fact that the eof 
coal used was dirty.
